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INFORMATION FROM GENEVA 


From Lola Maverick Lloyd, Chairman, and Lil- 
lian von Matsch, Propaganda Chairman, on 
behalf of the Committee of Representatives 
of Women’s International Organizations, Cre- 
ated in Accordance with a Resolution of the 
Council of the League of Nations. 


Geneva, Switzerland, 
October 12th, 1936. 

The League Assembly agreed at its closing ses- 
sion on October 10th to consider the question of 
placing equal rights for women in the League 
Covenant. This question, together with the whole 
subject of the status of women, was placed on the 
agenda of the next Assembly in response to a re- 
quest from 15 Delegations. The proposal to place 
equality for women in the Covenant had been sub- 
mitted to the Assembly by the Committee of Rep- 
resentatives of Women’s International Organiza- 
tions (usually called the Women’s Consultative 
Committee). As a result of the Assembly’s action 
the League has officially before it, for considera- 
tion and study, a definite program drawn up by 
women with regard to the revision of the Cove- 
nant in addition to the proposals for revision sub- 
mitted by different Governments. 

The request from the 15 Delegations which led 
to the Assembly’s action was embodied in a letter 
to the President of the Assembly, as follows: 


“The President of the Seventeenth Session of 
the Assembly, 

“His Excellency, M. Saavedra Lamas, 

“Your Excellency, 


“The following Delegations have noted the 
communication regarding the status of women 
addressed to the Assembly by the Women’s 
Consultative Committee as reported in ‘the 
League Journal of October Ist. We consider 
that in the present crisis in human affairs it 
is important that the League of Nations en- 
courage the cooperation of all elements not 
now fully represented among us, and we there- 
fore deem it wise for the League to consider 
the wishes of international groups of women 
as of all other groups. 


“Since the Bureau has not found it possible 
to consider at this session the communication 
from the Women’s Consultative Committee, the 
following Delegations beg to request that the 
subject of this communication together with the 
question of the whole status of women, be in- 
cluded on the agenda of the next regular session 
of the Assembly.

The above letter was read to the Assembly by 
the President. The Secretary General was there- 
upon instructed to take the necessary steps to 
—.— with the request contained in the communi- 
cation. 


The recommendation from the Women's Con- 


sultative Committee, which was thus placed upon 
the agenda of the next Assembly, was as follows: 


“Our Committee recommends that the fol- 
lowing provisions be added to the Covenant in 
order that the interests of women may be better 
protected under the League and that the League 
. 8 truly serve all the people of the 

orld: 


“1. The Members of the League undertake 
that in their respective countries there 
shall be no distinction based on sex in 
allt law and practice regarding nation- 

ity. 

“2. The Members of the League undertake 
that in their respective countries the 
right to vote shall not be denied or 
abridged on the ground of sex. 


“3. The Members of the League undertake 
that in their respective countries men 
and women shall have equal rights in 
all other fields. 


“4. The Members of the League undertake 
that men and women shall both be mem- 
bers, with full voting powers, of all dele- 
gations to the Council and Assembly of 
the League and to all Conferences under 
the auspices of the League.”
